in draughts, and, when chilly and e.x- 
hnuHtdd; R'sudden plungeanto thu cold 
air and a drive home are all steps to 
plfurisy, bronchitis, or inflaaimatiou of 
iho lungs. 

The pride of so many London seaHona 
ji.".;;R;d a\ray without- nven what 
waH left to .^.drienne — a memory. Mrs. 
Ijiugtry is not even spoken of. The 
jjreat beauty was the portionless daugh- 
I . r of a clergyman in the Obannel Is- 
IhikIs. Her' husband is the son of a 
^ll!)Jping agent, whoseshipa ran between 
Jli'lfast and Liveipool. He was not 
brougliD up to any profession, as he had 
iuliieriti^d a very auiplo putrimony, and 
lii'cn educated to fill the i)art of a gon- 
tlfuiun. ' But times are, altered sincn 
old George' Lan try's vessels sailed from 
ib«» Irish, to itbe English port, and what 
' waiUffluenco' inMhose days, although 
recognized as a comfortable competence, 
will not support an establishment at 
ihc West End, with carringas and 
horses at command, and such hats and 
dresses as the world never saw, and such 
as the eyes of royalty loved to dwell 
on. Some of the latter cost $750. 

The announcement appeared lately in 
a London paper that "The Queen prick- 
ed the Sheriffs." This sounds odd, but 
merely means that she pricked with a 
pin the name of one of the three gentlo 
men submitted for the otEce of Sheriff 
in each country. An unprecedented 
number of those nominated this year 
are said to have begged to be excused 
on |)lea of poverty. 

The correspondent of a London pa- 
per writes : "I saw this morning a 
gentleman who' has won two Chester 
cups, and who bad six horses in train- 
ingj acting as timekeeper to the omni- 
buses of the London General Omnibus 
Company. Having served as a conduc- 
tor, for some years on tv/enty eight sliiU- 
inga a week, be lias lately been proiuot- 
cd.to the post mentioned, for which he 
obtajni thirty shillings per week of 
seven days." 

The Pool of Siloam. 

A facsimile was on Tuesday received 
by the Palestine E.Kploration Fund of 
a Phoenician inscription from the Pool 
of Siloam. It was first discovered by 
their correspondent in Jerusalem a few 
months ago and consists of si.x lines — 
about 150 words in all — enclosed with- 
in a tablet, the letters of which it is 
composed being almost identical with 
those on the Moabite stone. It has been 
anxiously awaited by the experts in 
this country, and we may soon expect 
a 'translation. If not of equal histori- 
cal value with the monument of Mcsha 
it cab'nbt fail to prove of great arcbmo- 
logical interest. To get at the inscrip- 
tion the water had to be lowered by 
making a ditch through the Pool so aa 
to reduce it to it.s former level, it hav- 
ing become choked up with rubbish in 
tbe.course of years and its bed. accord- 
ingly raised. ' The Pool of Siloam is of 
very ancient workmanship and is sup- 
posed to be connected with the water- 
works made by King Hezekiab, and to 
be supplied frou> a spring of living 
water in the heart of the Temple rock. 
The namo still exists in its Arabic 
form in the Kefr Silwan or village of 
Siloam — a cluster of dwellings, half 
hovels, half natural caves, on the op- 
posite side of the valley, whose inhabi- 
tants when not engaged in theft, earn 
a scanty livelihood by carrying the 
wat»;r of the Pool into the town for 
sale. No legend remains of the heal- 
ing power of Ppol, and it would bo in- 
teresting if the inscription should con- 
tain any allusion to sick persons who 
waited for the angel to trouble the 
waters. This is not so improb.ible as 
may at first sight Bcem, for liie date is 
certainly hot later than the first cen- 
tury of our era, and may be much ear- 
lier ; while it T^onld appear to be the 
wori; of mbr^ than'oiie liand, and is 
just such a' record as a pilgrim would 
leave.

A Ohtiroli Question. 

Outside the pale of ono of the Chris- 
tian denominations it is held to bo not 
only the privilege but the duty even 
of a clergyman to take unto himself a 
wife, and the kind or description of 
wife which hois'to take has noVer been 
rigidly defined. Of cobrse there are 
certain elastic limitations set to his 
choice by the matronly and old-maidisli 
censors of the congrefjation, but those 
limitations have never been made fa- 
miliar to tho male mind, and wo are 
therefore Jnofc jin :,a position to^4iscuss 
them. iBut tho issue has 'been raised 
in the Washington Presbytery that no 
Presbyterian minister has a right to 
become tho husband of a Roman Cath- 
olic wife. Tho oQ'eader is Rev. Mr. 
Ramsdell, who declared that -his wife 
was a sincere Chistian.and that although 
she went to mass and to confession she 
also sat under his preaching every Sun- 
day, from which it must bo inferreil 
that sho is at least a good church goer, 
and in a fair way of obtaining any con- 
solation.^ derivable from either form of 
worship. The arraigned husband fur 
th^r declared tliat he would never rest 
satisfied until ho made her a good Pres- 
byterian, The Rev. Mr. Ram-sdell has 
evidently cut out for himself quite a 
job of homo mis.sion work. All this 
failed to pacify the Rev. Mr. Bittinger, 
whoassured tho Rev. Mr. Ramsdell that 
ho had married an idolater. After a 
warm discussion, a lesolution atUrming 
the principle that "no Presbyterian 
minister has a right to marry a Romai: 
Catholic woman" was neiratived. Un- 
der the circumstances tho question may 
bo considered as left open — at least 
sufficiently open for discussion by thoso 
who take an interest in matters minis- 
terial, '•x

A meal composed of this, with 
bread made from chalk, jiotato flour, 
alum, etc., duly lubricated by oleomar- 
garine, rounded off with Chicago cheese, 
i. e., transmogrified lard, and washed 
down with a decoction of burnt beans, 
softened by a preparation of calves' 
brains and chalk, by way of milk, and 
sweetened by an extract of old rags and 
sawdust, bleached by acetic acid, might 
not astonish the stomach of an ostrich, 
but certainly would fail to restore tho 
exhaused physical strength of a laboring 
man.

LAND GRAB. 

There is reason to believa tbat the 
impudent attempt to appropriate a por- 
tion"of dovRrnuicnt street for private 
purposes will bo foiled; and that the 
parties concerned will bo tauglit that, 
whether tlio surplus land btcoiuea part 
of the public acr.!et or not, it under no 
circumstances belongs to them. ' Ad- 
mitting, for argument's salce, Govern- 
ment street to be as crooked as' a ram's 
bornj say that the most 'stupendous 
errors were committed in laying out the 
blocks; so long as tli« owners of 
lota fronting on'tho tlioroughfaro have 
been placed in possession of all the 
land thoy paid for, to whom do the ex- 
tra feet belong 1 Tho answer must be, 
Y^itboat, a shadow of doubt — to ihc city. 
Tlife city'^alone 'ckn dispose of tho sur 
plusagt*; and even then only after a 
bylaw authorizing a transfer shall 
have been approved by a vote of the 
ratepayers. Such was tho procedure 
.adopted in the matter of tlie public 
•iandiii{(: and sinoe tho defeat of tho by- 
iaw to contirm that transfer no furthci- 
steps pointing to it li»vo been 
tak'eh; In discussing this matter wo 
cannot but contrast tlio jealous euro 
which the City- Council took to ;;uard 
tho interests of the city with respect to 
the public lauding with thsMpparontlax- 
■ity--witb which, down to Thursday last, 
.^hoy^ viewed tho quiet little game of 
grab, that was proceeding on CJ-uvcrn- 
mt;n't streot west, where tho interests 
involved ury far weightier than those 
of Wharf street. On Government street 
an attempt has been made to enclose a 
lo'tig'tract of land.three blocks in length, 
the property of tlie city. In the other 
ease the agent of a landowner came 
manfully forward and ofTered tho city 
V quid pro quo in exchange for a nar- 
'ro'w piece of land aSeoting only one 
block and one street .On^o^vernment 
street, were the present line altered, the 
man who has made permanent im 
provementa would bo required to move 
his buildings forward from 19 inches 
to 4 feet, or hia trade would sufTer and 
his property depreciate in value by 
the' action of his neighbor who, when 
wanting to build upon an adjoining lot, 
would ado[it the new lino. Juat fancy 
what a position the New England bak- 
ery would he in if Mr. Jeffrke were 
to throw his building forward three 
feet; or what would be our pliglit if 
Mr. iluKPHY were to project The Ad- 
elphi 3i feet into the street; or how 
the poor littlo Standard would be ex- 
tinguished if Mr. NuTTALL were to 
put up a handsome new block of build- 
ings four feet over tlit; pre.sent side- 
walk. Let any one look at Wharf 
street, and observe the ins and outn of 
that business thorouiihfure, where some 
of .the buildings are 7^ feet but of line, 
audbe will have someideaof what would 
kbe the condition ofGovernment street if 
the land-greed of some men is not brought 
under proper control by the strong arm 
of the law. The Mayor must exert his 
authority and the Councillors must sus- 
tain him in preserving tho city pro 
perty from spoliation. The owner of 
I- BuBsell Block has as much right to en- 
'' "^Ib'se the centre of the street as he has 
V6' build over the sidewalk — and he has 
'po right to do eithfr. Whoever niay 
be the owner of tho land in question it 
is enough for him to know tbat it is 
not his. There must bo no mis- 
take on that point. He must be 
given to understand that should lie 
presume to erect a wall on the side- 
walk it win be torn down hy 
order of the Mayor, and he and lii.s 
workmen treated as common trespa.i- 
•ers. Every citizen is interested in the 
preservation of tho principal business 
'atreef from disfigurement and ruin, and 
aU'staad ready to sustain the city au- 
thorities in any action which they may 
take.

Tlio position 
is briefly thi.s: 

In February 1880, the privy council 
of Cuimda pusstid nn order in council 
providing for the payment 6f'S250i000 
towards the construction of tho Esqui- 
niikU graving dock by advance on the 
certificates of the eiit;incor of the pro- 
vincial goveriiinent countersigned by 
tho agent of the Dominion government 
in British Columbia. 

The chief commissioner of lands 
and works, Mr. Walkem, made arrange- 
ments with I\IcNaineo over a year ago 
(unknown to his colleague.s), it ts true, 
Lo construct the dock. 

Tho Provincial Assembly passed an 
act in April, 1880, incorporating in it 
tiie Dominion order in " Council of the 
preceding; February I'plating to tlie 
couiitcrsiijning of thu certificates of the 
Engineer by the D()iiiiui(ui agent ^Ir. 
Trutch. What I woukl lil;e to know 
has .Mr. Walkem been aljout to neglect 
Jor a whole year making pi-oper busi- 
ness arrangements with Mr. Trutch. 
From what you say it is evident Mr. 
Trutch went to Ottawa this winter 
without Mr. Walkem making the 
slightest provision iw securing Domin- 
ion Dock payments to the contractors 
although they were working a large 
force and were entitled to money with 
which to pay their workmen. Such 
gross negligence on the part of Mr. 
Walkem who is paid three thousand 
dollars per year to look after the 
latidsand works department is highly 
culpable and should not be glossed over 
by the press who aro looked upon as 
the guardians of the public interests. 
Tho ne.'ct thing that probably will 
happen unless you arouse .Mr, Walkem 
and make liim do his duty is that the 
banks seeing there is ;i d(;ad lock iiiny 
decline to make advances to the con- 
tractors who have a right to receiv e 
jjayment as the work progresses, and 
then the dry dock like bo many other 
things under^the pre.sent government 
will drifc'iiito a hopeless^hiSdclle. 

It is a great pity that we have a 
Chief Commissioner with a ])elty miiul 
activ(t only o\ cr personal squabbles but 
apathetic and inilifTi-rent to public 
works and proizresaive measures upon 
svhidi the growth and prosperity of 
this Provincu mainly depends.

EUROPE. 

Hull, April 2G. — A contract h.i.'! 
been made to carry 00,000 emigrants 
from Norway and, Sweden to America. 

Berlin, April 26. — Another auda- 
cious address to tho . Czar- has been 
issued by Nihilist.s, pointing out the 
indiscriminate e.xecutioii of those con- 
cerned in tho assassination of Alexan- 
der II. Las only served to atrengtheu 
the ranks of the Nihilists by driving 
many from the lukewarm into the ex- 
treme faction of the party. 

A disijutch from Wilhelnisliaven, a 
German naval station on tho North 
Sea, says that during artillery practicu 
to-day aboard the traitiiig ship Mar- 
sliel, a gun burst while being loaded. 
Two cadets and four sailors were killed 
and nine men seriously and twoofficera 
and seven men slightly injured. 

NORTH AFRICA, 
TfNLS, April 'lb. — Tho Bey is taking 
energetic nieasures to prevent disturb, 
ance. Any Arab found in tho streets 
after night is arrested, and carrying 
arms is prohibited. 

In order to repress any attempt by 
the Algerian army to tako adv.tintage 
of the Tunisian difficulty for a revolt, 
Franco has decided to send consider- 
able laii.f r.onicnts there. It is stated 
that 10,000 troops will go. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Omaha, Ajiril 27. — Tlie total fall of 
tlio river tluriiig tlio past, 48 hours was 
ono foot. It fell 18 inches at Sioux 
City yeslerday. Tho si'ualioii here ns 
to railroads is unchanged, transfer still 
being made by hoatii and waggon.'*. 
Great damage is being done on bottom 
lands on both sides of the river south 
of hero and in tho vicinity of Nebraska 
City, Two steam ferry boats from Ne- 
braska City have been engaged in res- 
tuiiug a largo number of farmers' fami- 
lies from submerged-district and taking 
them to Nebraska City, where there 
are several hundred flood sufrerer.s.nnd 
for whose relief §3000 has already been 
raiseil in that city. More is needed. 
There are being taken care of in the 
Opera Hou.se Rnd otlier public plaeen, 
Many of the rescued people bad been 
cut off several days aud were suffering 
for want of food. East. Nebraska City 
or Eastport is entirely drowned out and 
tiie inhabitants .ire now all in Nebraska 
City proper. Hamburg, la., eight miles 
from tho river bank, is i-eported flood- 
ed with one foot of water. Nebraska 
City appeals for aid, and reports thou- 
sands of people homeless and destitute 
along the river bottoms, it is estiinat 
ed that from 6000 to 10,000 head of 
stock have been drowned in submerged 
districts in Iowa, Nebraska and Mis- 
fiouri from Nebraska City southward. 
The Union Pacific west bound train 
took out one day'.s full mail for the Pa 
cifie coast. 

Detroit, A[)ril 27. — The Roman 
Catholic Bisho]), Dorgess, prohibits any 
Catholic in the diocese from participat- 
ing or any way aiding in holding any 
picnics or excursions on Sunday for 
any purpose whatever. Ho al.so prohi- 
bits the holding of fairs for cljurolies, 
KchooKs or charitie.» without first being 
RUhmittod for approval. He claims 
that these things are deirimentnl to the 
morals of bis flock. 



Australasia. 



Mr. Henry Taylor, lately in the em- 
ploy of the South Australian govern- 
ment, and now on his way from Eng- 
land by the Orient, has submitted to 
tho Agent General a scheme .for mak- 
ing Australian resources batter known 
in Cirent Britain, and thus enabling 
Australia to compete in emigrants with 
America, He proposes to collect exhi- 
bits of produce of tliu colonies, such as 
wheat, Uour, meats, wines, and have 
them on view successively at all the 
principal towns in the countries, under 
the charge of a practical man, ready to 
give inforiiialiou aliout tlie colonies. 
He estimates the cost, which is to be 
lioriie jointly by iho colonies, at v£l, 150 
vearlv. 

Tilt! .scarcity of water in the North is 
cau.sing great inconvenience. 

A telegram has been rt-ceived at Ade- 
laide stating that the India, for Port 
Pirie, bus been wnrcked olT the Cape of 
Good Hope. .\ll luiuds were saved, but 
tiie cargo will be a total lo.is. The ves- 
sel was chartered by the government to 
bring out railway iron. 

The Melbourne Corporation Heakli 
Otlicer, in his report, gives a very 
gloomy picture of the Yau Yean wat^'r, 
which lie says is unfit for human con- 
sum]ition. 

It is stated that an important discov- 
ciy has been made in the Petroleum 
Oil Company's workings at Salt creek, 
Coorong— namely, that at a depth of 
25.5 feet a seam of brown shale was 
bored into without cutting through it. 
Experts say the substance indicates ap- 
proach to coal or regular oil bearing 
shale.

It is well i{kK$\|i^ that the saliuoa 
business on the coast is ono of consider- 
able importance; that a largo foreign 
trade has been developed; that, as with 
all heriuetically sealed goods, much 
value i.'i attachetl to the rejmtatiou of 
branila. "Columbia River Salmon" is 
supposed to iadicato the character of 
the fish packed. Both at , home and 
abroad, thi.'i brand of fish, coming from 
any re[)utable packer or dealer has hith- 
erto been regarded as a guarantee of 
the excellence of the goods. The brand 
"Columbia River Salmon" was used al- 
so lo distinguish tho product from that 
packed on tho Sacramento river, or in 
other [larts of tho coast. Notwith- 
standing tho frequent assertion, that 
tho fish packed on tho Sacramento river 
are equal in quality to any, the re[)uta- 
tioa of tho Columbia river fish lias giv- 
en the latter the preference in foreign 
markets, and enabled packers to secure 
the highest market price for these goods. 
Tho Fugot Sound fish aro of a different 
character wholly. The fi.-ih taken early 
in tho so.isjii, are gfcnerally pale, and 
lacking in oil which gives flavor to the 
canned product;, and when packed in 
the fall, bear no comparison with either 
the Columbia or Sacramento river fish. 
Well informed parties in the trade oven 
claim . that tho fall catch of Pugot 
Sound lisli are unfit for food, and refuse 
to Inndlo tlium on that account. 

While foreign markets discriminate 
in favor of Columbia river packing us 
against Sacramento tiab, this is due 
chiufiy to sentiment. It may also bo 
accounted for by tho fact that some 
parties haveijersisted in packing fall fish 
irreatly to the detriment of the Sacra- 
mento river salmon interest; also that 
fresh fish transported to this city, 
which sufier deterioration by reason of 
exposure and bad bundling while in 
transit, havo been packed and placed 
on the market ns representing tho stand- 
ard of Sacremento river tish. It is 
nevertheless true that the reputation of 
the Sacramento river salmon is grow- 
ing better each year and reputable 
packers are willing to place their goods 
on the market on merit, in competition 
with Columbia river fish. To some ex- 
tent a difference in market value, how- 
over, still exists. To illustrate wo make 
the following relative quotations, as- 
suming each quality to bo sound and 
well handled :

These figures indicate the diflercnce 
in values in this market. It is this dif- 
ference, jn-obably, that has led' to the 
irregularities which wo propose to men- 
tion. During the last two seasons east- 
ern buyers, presumably from the ad- 
vance in price, have purchased free- 
ly of Sacramento river fish, untler tho 
condition, however, that it is labelled 
"Columbia River Salmon." Some of 
tho packers and dealers, under the plea 
that it was no wrong, because it was 
done with tho full knowledge and un- 
der instructions of the buyer, have giv- 
en countenance to this deception. Dur- 
ing the present season this is said to 
have been done at a large packing es- 
tablishment recently erected in this 
city. This custom appears to have been 
encouraged chiefly by one prominent 
buyer for tht Chicago market, and al- 
though no wrong to him, personally, it 
ia an injustice, to the parties through 
whom ho distributes tho goods, and 
clearly so to the Columbia river pack- 
ers. From a strict mercantile stand- 
point it is also reprehensible. This open- 
ing has already led lo serious conse- 
quences. It appears to bo no secret 
that this same buyer who inaugurated 
tho custom of false, brands, has recently 
purchased in this market between 
three: and four thousand cases of 
Mukilteo (Puget Sound) fish, fall 
packed, pale color, dry and poor, under 
tho same conditions as to label, etc. 
That these fish have been labelled here 
"Fresh Columbia River Salmon" and 
sent forward to be distriiiuied under 
that brand. Our rcpre.sentativo wa.s 
shown both the fish and lubel, the dis 
tinctive name given being ''Steamboat 
Brand," Watson k Co,, iigent.s. Th.it 
a party in this city wlio lias for many 
years been |)roiiiineutly ideiitilii>d with 
the Columbia river salmon interest is 
the. agent through whom this transau- 
tion was consummated is also an open 
Sforet. Thievery properly excites the 
iii3ignation,nf both packers and deal- 
ers, who claim that it is eininontly cal- 
culated to iiniig tlihri'puie on ihr: en 
tire siilinon interest. Such |)ractices 
degrade the whole salmon business, and 
greatly to the injury of honest packers, 
and by. making legitimate canning un- 
profitable, tend directly to restrict, if 
not ruin, an important and growing 
Pacific coast industry. The marvel is, 
that cvon if unscrupulous buyers who 
seek this market are willing lo prosti- 
tute the business to this cut throat 
policy, any merchant identified with in 
terest here, should be willing for a 
temporary pecuniary gain, lo become 
the instrument, to carry out such a 
questionable policy; and particularly so 
when engaged in the very business 
which is to suffer therefi-oiu. This 
dismputablo practice deserves the sever- 
est condemnatioii. The remedy is in 
warning buyers to discriminate closely, 
and accept only such fish as are put ufi 
by packers of established reputation, 
or guaranteed by the agents who handle: 
them.

A Hieh-Haadod Outra^o. 

Colusa, Cal., April 20. — Last nighl 
about 12 o'clock F. L. Hatch, judge of 
the 'superior court, made an" assault 
upon T. J. Heart, district attorney of 
tliiH coutity, boating him '.vith & walk- 
ing cane aud threatening to murder him 
if he did not deliver up tho possession 
of a certain paper. The facts attend- 
ing the affrtir are that one N. K. Spect, 
who had been held to appear before ilio 
grand jury, was by them indicted for 
the crime of embezzlement. An indict- 
ment was drawn against him, and ^ho 
district attorney, having Vieen fre- 
quently solicited by the judge to let 
him examine bisindictmfrite,;subinitted 
this particular indictment to the judge. 
The judge made some important 
amendment, which the district attorney 
adopted and copied into tho indict 
nient, and kept the original as amended 
by tho judge. In due time N. K. Spect, 
by his attorney, Jackson Hatch, dc; 
m urred to the indictment. The point 
of the demurrer was maiiilv directed 
against the part of the indictment fram- 
ed by the judge. The demurrer was 
sustained and the indictment quatihed. 
In selfdefensQ the district atttrney in- 
timated that ho was not tho author of 
the defective part of tho indictment, 
and intimated who was. This intima- 
tion reached the judge's ears and caus- 
ed the onslaught. Tho judge peremp- 
torily demanded tho paper which he 
had amended. Tho district attorney 
refused to surrender it, whoreu[)ou 
the judge struck him with his cane and 
tiireatened to murder him if it was not 
forthcoming. They then repaired to 
the district attorney's office and the 
paper was delivered to the judge, who 
immediately left the office, tearing up 
the paper as lie went. This morning 
Judge Hatch was arrested on a charge 
of battery, to which be pleaded guilty 
and paid the fine. 

Quarantined.

Tho&o now.. ,flouri8hiiig.colp' 
niea having grown respectable, natur- 
ally wish to jirovent the contaminating 
presence in their vicinity both of Eu- 
ropean black sheep and Chinese riff-raff".

Tho Oovcrninont havo voted a sum of 
monoy for tho erection of tlio ncccsanry b\iikliiiL,'s; but bofnro tlio work.s could be 
commoncoil tho Governmont required tho land to In; omivej od to tlio Cr(,wii, which 
has boon ilono. The coming spring will, it in liopod, roc thi.'i most nocosaar)' adjunct 
to tho in.ititution.s of tho Provinco completed. 

Tho Diructor.s regret that tho House of .As.souibly havo jiasaod a resolution com- 
olotcly rovorsing tho policy under vrhich tho llu.sjiital has been for so many years 
Tint unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Gorornmont havo been content with har- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule thpso nnvernniBnt Directors havo boon 
ni'tivo and usnfiil members, and linvu fully .itiaworcd tho purposes for which thoy woro 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Dirootors aro tho nominoo.-s of tiio ."^ubscriliors. nio propnscd oluuigo 
will bo dotriniental to tho interests of tlioso for whom a hospital i.s .supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up .i groat di'al of time, and to auppo.so that work 
which is now performed cfBciontly by eight gontlcnicn will bo equally as well x>or- 
furmed by four is supposing too muoh, and the inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of the past. The interest which tho public now tako in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly .a.ssiataiico given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Gdvoniiiiont institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunaniuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations' of coal niidto various ch.aritablo societios and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

The affairs of the Hospital havie been economically managed, as will bo - seen by 
the amount nf sufferings relieved and the' Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In clor.irig thi^s rnpnrt the Directors rf>gr<?+ thnt ^lin ctianan intrndunod by the 
Govornmcnt will prevent thoni again ofTorinj,' thoiv Morviccs, and from tho applications 
which havo boon received fur a return of subscrip.tioiiH and tlio opiiiiDns expressed of 
tho change, they fear that tho closing of ono of the most useful institutions of the I 
Provinco will ultimately be tho result. 

There yet remains to bo oonsidorod tho qucition of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will .nffoct it.
